OTVAWA, Ont,, April 16-—Abolition 
of the soldier settlement board and 
its replacement by an officer to be 
called the director of soldier settle- 
ment, is provided for in a resolution 
which appears on the order paper of 
the House of Commons in the name of 
Hon, W. A. Gordon, minister of immi- 
gration. The minister gives notice of 
legislation amending the soldier set- 
tlement act so as to abolish the board 
“and provide for the transfer of tts 
powers, functions and privileges to an 
officer to be called the director of 
| soldier settlement, who shall be paid 
such salary as the governor-in-council 
shall fix.” 

The soldier settlement board cons 
sists of a chairmen and two commise 
sioners. ‘The chairman is Col, J, G. 
Rattray, and the commissioners are 
Major E, J. Ashton and 8, Maber. 
Mr. Maber is secretary of the board 
as well as one of the commissioners. 
Col, Rattray said this morning that he 
knew nothing about the proposed 
change nor did he know who would 
be appointed to the post of director 
of soldier settiement. Transfer of the 
natural resources to the prairie prov- 
inces had no bearing on the proposed 
change, he said 

The soldier setllement act was 
passed in 1917, for the purpose of 
placing returned soldiers on the Jand 
The act provided for a commission of 
three, In addition to settling men on 
the land, provision was also made for 
loaning money to purchase land, In 
all more than 24,000 settlers have 
been placed on the land with loans 
since the creation of the board, 

While the work of the board has 
been diminishing there is still, it 1s 
stated, a good deal to be done in 
connection with the settlers already 
placed on the land 

It is anticipated that Mr, Gordon 
will make a full statement as to the 
intention of the governmen = with 
respect to the board when he moves 
the resolution in the House of Com- 
mons,

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BUYING NOT PROHIBITED 
\ psi 

The Soviet last year bought tractors, 
machinery and other manufactured goods 
in the United States to the value of $149,- 
000,000, and sold there products, mostly 
lumber, to the value of $31,000,000, 

When the United States decided that 
it did not want to do business any longer 
on those terms, Moscow turned its atten- 
tion to Canada, with the proposal that we 
take coal in exchange for machinery in 
the proportion of one to three. The evi- 
dence is that the Soviet only approached 
Ottawa when it could no longer “dump” 
its lumber and other products in the 
United States. Pot 

The two countries thus stand on a simi- 
lar basis in regard to Russia. The Soviet 
ean buy all the machinery or other com- 
modities it wants in either country, if it 
can find the money to pay for them, But 
it cannot continue the “dumping” policy 
in either. 


EXIT ALFONSO 


Alfonso XIII of Spain was the last of 
the reigning Bourbons, of whom it has 
been said that they forgot nothing and 
learned nothing. The newly exiled mon- 
arch appears to have sustained the family 
reputation in that regard, though a good 
deal of allowance must be made for any 
man whose lot it might have been to in- 
herit the tottering throne at Madrid. 

Alfonso's father knew what it was to 
be chased out of the country. As a boy of 
eleven he was taken to Paris when Queen 
Isabella and her husband fled from. the 
revolution in 1868. He returned seven 
years later and secured the crown by a 
military coup. There is thus precedent 
fot a surmise that Alfonso’s departure 
may not be final. 

Should Alfonso ever return it will have 
to be by the means employed by his father, 
or as the result of a remarkable reversal 
of public opinion, for he has been increas- 
ingly unpopular. Twenty-five years ago 
he and his bride, Princess Victoria, niece 
of King Edward, narrowly escaped assass- 
ination when a bomb was thrown at their 
carriage as they returned from the wed- 
ding ceremony. His abdication would un- 
doubtedly have been forced eight years 
ago had he not adopted the defensive ex- 
pedient of setting up a dictatorship. 

Spain has thus stepped almost at a 
stride from a dictatorship into a republic. 


Whether, like the Spanish colonies in 
Central and South America, the old land 
can accommodate itself to that form of 


government, will probably decide whether 
or not Alfonso has departed permanently. 
The tumultuous conditions of the last 
quarter of a century would seem likely to 
reconcile the Spaniards to any form of 
government that appeared to affect a 
change in that respect. 


ANOTHER WHEAT BOARD? 


The governments of the prairie prov- 
inces are said to have put before the Do- 
minion Government a proposal that a 
wheat board be established to market the 
crop of the present year, on the basis of 
a guaranteed price of 55 cents per bushel 
at Fort William for No, 1 Northern, Pre- 
mier Bennett has given no encouragement 
in his public addresses to a hope that the 
Dominion will assume any such responsi- 
bility. His reference to the matter in his 
Regina speech was very definitely to the 
contrary. 

But a somewhat different complexion 
is put upon the question if it is correct, as 
alleged in parliament the other day, that 
the Dominion Government made $80,000,- 
000 through the operations of the wheat 
pool that was set up during war time 
That action was taken in order to prevent 
the price of wheat rising higher than a 
stated figure, and did prevent that. If the 
Government made a profit by selling the 
wheat for more than the growers were 
paid, plus handling charges, the profit 
came out of the pockets of the growers, 
and would have gone to them had the 
wheat board not been in existence. 

Certainly it is fair argument that as 
the Dominion established a wheat board 
in time of crisis to keep the price of wheat 
down, it is the Dominion—and not the 
provinces—that should establish a board 
now to keep prices up, if any board is to 


be established. And if it is true that the 
Dominion held back from the growers 
$80,000,000 of the money that was se- 
cured for their wheat by the former

wheat board, the growers have a strong 
claim that the Government should now 
spend that $80,000,000 of their money if 
necessary to keep prices from ranging be- 
low the cost of production 


TOWN PLANNING FOR EDMONTON 
Opening on Friday evening, a town 
planning exhibit will be held in the mu- 
seum of art, in the civic block, The exhi- 
bil is being sponsored by the provincial 
town and rural planning board and by the 
town planuing commission of the city. 

An event of this kind ought to be par- 
ticularly interesting to Edmonton people, 
for the reason that there is probably no 
city in America where town planning is 
more conspicuous by its absence. Mdmon 
ton, like Topsy, “just growed”. With the 
logical result that it is characterized by 
the extent of the townsite, a rich variety 
in the matter of surveys, an unusual num- 
ber of corners at which streets fail to 
“jibe,” and an interesting blend of indus- 
trial or mercantile establishments and re- 
sidences in almost every quarter of the 
city. 

As Sir Josiah Stamp tells us, an ome- 
lette cannot be unscrambled; but it is pos- 
sible that a badly scrambled civic layout 
may be kept from getting still more so by 
the exercise of forethought backed by 
some measure of regulative authority. 
That possibility is something of more than 
casual concern to Edmonton people, be- 
cause they are paying in cash and incon- 
venience for the freedom that was exer- 
cised by the pioneers in chopping up the 
townsite according to individual fancy and 
in building what they pleased where they 
pleased. 

What can now be done to introduce or- 
derliness into the situation that has been 
created, and to ensure that future develop- 
ment will be governed by considerations 
of community interest, is a question that 
affects both the artistic sense- and the 
pocketbook. It is promised that the ex- 
hibit will throw light upon that question, 
by showing what the commission has to 
recommend in the way of town planning 
for Edmonton. There should therefore be 
a large attendance of deeply-interested 
taxpayers and other residents.
